The  greatest  bill  before  Congress  at 
present  is  the  Smith  Towner  Bill  which 
was  introduced  by  II.  M.  Towner  of 
Towa.  This  bill  is  the  direct  outgrowth 
of  needs  in  the  Educational  World. 

rts  purpose  as  stated  in  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  bill  is,  “To  create  a 
Department  of  Education,  to  authorize 
the  appropriations  of  money  to  encour¬ 
age  the  states  in  the  promotion  and 
support  of  education,  and  for  other 
purposes. 

A  Department  of  Education  will  be 
created  bv  this  bill.  There  will  be  a 
Secretary  of  Education,  appointed  by 
the  President.  He  will  be  the  head  of 
the  department  and  will  be  a  member 
of  the  cabinet.  Other  officers  are  al¬ 
so  provided  for. 

One  hundred  million  dollars  will  be 
apportioned,  disbursed  and  expended 
annually  among  the  different  states  as 
follows: 

1.  To  encourage  the  states  in  the 

removal  of  illiteracy,  $7,o00,000.  The 
amount  is  to  be  used  in  the  instruction 
of  illiterates  ten  years  of  ago  and  over. 
This  instruction  is  to  cover  common 

school  branches  and  duties  of  citizen¬ 
ship. 

— .  To  encourage  the  states  in  the 

Americanization  of  foreigners,  7,300,- 
000.  Immigrants  ten  years  of  age  and 
over  will  be  taught  to  speak  and  read 
the  English  language  and  to  under¬ 
stand  and  appreciate  the  spirit  and 
purpose  of  the  Amoriean  Government 
and  the  duties  of  citizenship  in  a  free 
country. 

It.  To  encourage  the  states  in  the 

equalized  inn  of  eduention.nl  opportuni¬ 
ties,  $.'0,000,000.  This  will  be  used  in 
public  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  for  the  partial  payment  of 
teachers’  salaries,  providing  better  in¬ 
struction  and  extending  school  terms 
especially  in  rural  schools  and  in 
schools  in  sparsely  settled  localities, 
and  otherwise  providing  equally  good 
educational  opportunities  for  all  ehil-

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THE  CHOOSING  OF  HEED  CORN 

C.  G.  Steinemeyer. 

Thu  import  mint*  of  selecting  seed 
corn  from  the  field  before  heavy  frost 
cannot  be  over  emphasized.  One 
should  not  wait  until  corn  busk¬ 
in  o  time  to  select  his  seed  corn,  be¬ 
cause  freezing  may  then  have  lowered 
the  vitality  of  the  seed,  besides  there 
are  several  characteristics  of  the 
plant  which  would  not  then  be  (deserv¬ 
ed. 

Me  certain  to  choose  ears  from  an 

tlVeU  staibl’aml  Itoih  plants  tluii  illtb 
tii re  before  frost.  If  the  corn  is  clldeK- 
bd,  there  .should  lie  at  least  l\Vd  stalks 
in  the  hill  where  seed  is  taken.  Kars 
growing  in  a  thin  stand  will  be  much 
larger  than  those  growing  in  a  regu¬ 
lar  stand;  but  it  has  been  found  that 
ears  from  a  regular  stand  will  be  more 
likely  to  produce  cars  of  desirable  size 
and  type  than  the  larger  ears  from  a 
t  It  i  ii  stand. 

The  lower  the  ear  on  the  stalk,  the 
earlier  the  maturity;  for  convenience, 
select  ears  of  medium  height.  The 
•shank  should  be  of  medium  size  and 
length,  and  the  ear  should  hang  down. 
A  large  shank  indicates  a  large  cob, 
and  an  ear  that  stands  upright  is  like¬ 
ly  to  be  injured  by  rain.  Select  from 
plants  of  medium  height  with  short  in- 
ternodes,  or  distance  between  joints. 
This  means  more  leaves  for  a  given 
height  of  plant.  Broad  leaves  also  in¬ 
crease  tiie  size  of  the  manufacturing 
plant.  Plants  with  a  vigorous  root 
•system  arc  preferable,  but  it  is  not 
practical  to  attempt  that  selection  be¬ 
yond  external  appearances. 

Select  ears  according  to  type,  and 
type  will  vary  with  the  variety  of  corn. 
For  example,  one  characteristic  of 
Reid's  Yellow  Den!  is  that  the  ear  is 
nearly  cylindrical.  In  all  varieties, 
the  tips  and  butts  should  be  well  fill¬ 
ed  and  the  rows  regular,  i'p  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  limit,  the  more  rows  per  ear,  the 
greater  the  yield.  The  ears  should  be 
as  large  as  possible  and  still  conform 


tnnee,  primarily  because  it  is  neclim- 
a'ed,  and  also  because  one  is  not  cer¬ 
tain  what  he  is  getting  when  the  seed 
is  shipped  in. 

A  good  plan  would  be  for  every 
farmer  to  have  a  seed  plat  on  which 
lie  could  raise  his  seed  corn.  Kacii 
year  the  best  ears  would  be  used  to 
replant,  the  pint,  and  the  remainder 
would  be  used  for  general  planting. 
If  one  eared  to  take  the  time,  the  ear- 
row  method  ‘might  be  used  to  a  limit¬ 
ed  extent^  tho  this  is  really  a  job  for 
t*-3t |W>i!l til (>ti f  silit Suns.  Tibi  .‘III  eiir  lil.ly 
ItllVJ  all  tin'  desired  i|iialities  yet  one 
i  annot  be  eoVinin  what  the  yield  will 
be  until  the  seed  lias  been  tried  out 
by  planting.  In  the  ear-row  method, 
a  part  of  each  ear  is  planted  111  a  row 
and  the  remainder  kept  until  the  next 
year.  The  next  year  the  remainders 
of  the  high  yielding  ears  are  planted 
in  separate  rows.  By  planting  only 
liiyli  yielding  strains  near  each  other 
there  will  he  no  danger  of  crossing 
with  inferior  strains. 

It-  is  the  plan  of  the  State  Teachers 
College  to  grow  corn,  using  both  the 
pint  and  the  ear-rove  method,  from 
seed  secured  in  this  county. 

Store  seed  corn  in  a  dry,  well-venti 
place  free  from  excessively  love 
temperature.  Freezing  may  not  kill 
the  germ,  but  the  vitality  will  be  low¬ 
ered.  t’orn  can  be  hung  up  quickly 
and  easily  with  binding  twine.
